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INTRODUCTION 


Focus on Pronunciation 3 is a comprehensive course that helps high-intermediate to advanced 
students speak English more clearly, confidently, and accurately. The course covers important 
topics from all aspects of pronunciation—sounds, stress, rhythm, and intonation. 


The vowel and consonant sounds presented are those that occur frequently in English and that 
students recognize as new or difficult. Stress, rhythm, or intonation topics focus on pronunciation 
features that are important for clear English communication and that students can easily notice. 


Each unit ends with Communication Practice about a theme (for example, gift giving or brain 
food). As such, the activities and practice provide students with opportunities to improve their 
pronunciation and communication skills in context. 


ORGANIZATION OF FOCUS ON PRONUNCIATION 3 


Focus on Pronunciation 3 is divided into five parts: Vowels; Consonants; Syllables and Stress within 
Words; Rhythm; and Intonation. Each unit deals with specific pronunciation points and has the 
following organization: 


STEP 1 PRESENTATION 


This section introduces, explains, and provides information about the pronunciation point. It may 
show how sounds are made or present other useful information. This is often achieved through 
the use of diagrams or illustrations. Pronunciation explanations are student friendly and easy to 
understand. 


STEP2 FOCUSED PRACTICE 


This section consists of controlled classroom activities that allow students to develop skill and 
proficiency with the pronunciation point. 


STEP3 COMMUNICATION PRACTICE 


This section provides communicative practice activities that focus on a theme. The activities are 
more open-ended and they ensure student involvement through the use of games and interactive 
tasks. When students are engaged in the communicative activities, they should be encouraged to 
keep in mind these global features of clear speaking: 


© Speak slowly. 

e Speak loudly enough. 

pay attention to the ends of words. 
Use your voice to speak expressively. 


NEW! NATURAL ENGLISH 


New to this edition, the Natural English box in each unit highlights ways to speak English more 
naturally. In some cases, the Natural English box reviews or “pulls in" another important aspect of 
pronunciation that is not the focus of the current unit. Students might, for example, be reminded 
to group words together in a consonant or vowel unit in order to make their English more 
understandable to others. Additionally, the Natural English box may highlight the pronunciation of 
useful expressions (such as the use of me too for agreement). 


STEP4 EXTENDED PRACTICE 


This section consists of recorded homework activities. Accuracy Practice reviews key controlled 
exercises within the unit and serves as a warm-up for Fluency Practice, a freer speaking task that 
deals with the content of the unit. Students who have access to a computer can record their 
voices and review their pronunciation. The teacher can also listen to these recordings and provide 
feedback. Directions for how to make and send electronic files are at the back of the Student Book. 


AUDIO PROGRAM 


The Classroom Audio CDs have the recordings for all the pronunciation and listening exercises in 
the Student Book. 


The Student Audio CD-ROM in the back of the book has all the recordings needed to complete 
the Accuracy Practice exercises in MP3 format.

Teachers who adopt this approach 
could also cover all the overview units at the beginning of the course and then skip around within 
the sections. The units can also be taught in order, first covering vowels, then consonants, and so on.

1 Vowel Overview 


STEP 1 PRESENTATION 


E There are 14 vowel sounds in American English: 11 vowels and 3 complex vowels. Vowels are 
produced by movements of the tongue up and down, and front and back. Movements of the middle 
of the tongue (not the tip) produce vowel sounds. Listen to the vowels and sample words.

The columns show whether the tongue is toward the front, center, or back of the mouth. 
The rows show whether the tongue is high, in the middle, or low in the mouth.

Tense and Lax Vowels 


Tense and lax vowel pairs, such as feet-fit, are difficult for many students. Tense vowels are 
pronounced with more muscle tension. With lax vowels, the muscles of the mouth are more relaxed. 


1. Tense vowels: /iy/ see, /ey/ pay, lowl grow, /uw/ shoe 
Many languages have vowels that are similar to these vowels. 
In English, the tense vowels are not pure vowels—they end in / or /w/. 


2. Lax vowels: / thin, /e/ bread, /u/ good 


These are new vowels for many students.

Rhythm is the “drum” section of language; rhythm includes the patterning of strong (stressed) 
syllables and weak (unstressed) syllables in phrases and sentences, and the timing and grouping of 
words, 


Stress-Timed Languages and Syllable-Timed Languages 


English is a stress-timed language. In stress-timed languages, syllables do not have equal “weight.” 
Stressed syllables are long, loud, and prominent. Unstressed syllables are short and less clear. The 
rhythm of English syllables is similar to the trees in the natural tree line. 


Natural tree line 


Japanese and Spanish are examples of syllable-timed languages. In syllable-timed languages, most 
syllables are approximately equal in length. The rhythm of syllable-timed languages is similar to the 
trees in the apple orchard below.

Reductions of Function Words 


Many function words have reduced pronunciations. In rock 'n roll (rock and roll), the spelling 
n reflects the way and is usually pronounced. 


Reduced words join closely to surrounding words. If its difficult for you to join words together 
smoothly, you can use full pronunciations when you speak. 


Thought Groups 

Thought groups are meaningful phrases within a sentence. They help the listener identify units of 
information. The words in a thought group are together.

There are no fixed rules for deciding which words to include in a thought group. Usually, meaning 
and sentence length determine the words that belong together. Look at two ways to group the words 
in the sentences below.

Intonation, the melody of phrases and sentences, is meaningful. In the examples below, intonation 
makes the difference between a statement and a question.

Intonation refers to the pattern of notes in phrases and sentences. Pitch refers to the note on a 
particular syllable. 


Highlighting 
In many sentences, one word expresses the most important information. Pitch and stress help to 


highlight this information for the listener. Features of rhythm such as heavy stress and long length 
are also used to highlight information (see also Unit 34). 


The stressed syllable of a highlighted word is long, heavily stressed and pronounced on a high pitch 
(very low pitch is sometimes used to highlight information).

Final Intonation 
1. Final Falling Intonation 


Final falling intonation (also called final rising-falling intonation): Intonation falls from the 
highlighted word to the end of the sentence. Final falling intonation is common with statements 
and information questions. Speakers use this pattern to show certainty about what they're saying.

Pitch Range in English 


Pitch range refers to the difference between the highest and lowest notes. English uses a wider range 
of pitch than some languages, such as Japanese, Spanish, and Dutch. When you speak English, you 
may need to expand your pitch range in order to avoid sounding “flat.” Sounding “flat” can make you 
seem bored or disinterested to native speakers, who expect to hear a greater pitch range.

A refusal is an example of a difficult social interaction. When you refuse a request, you're saying 
something that the listener doesn't want to hear. The amount of language people use when they're 
involved in difficult social interactions depends on how well the speaker and listener know each 
other. We use less language and shorter explanations when we refuse requests from people we 
know well or don't know at all. We use more language and longer explanations with acquaintances. 
With acquaintances there is a relationship, but its not a clearly defined one. We use more language 
because we want to make sure we don't offend the other person. With strangers, there's no 
relationship and therefore little need for words. With close friends and family, the relationship is 
well-established and, again, there isn't as much need for long explanations.

Final intonation refers to intonation that ends a sentence.
